Good ‘Speech 


HE tone of Mr Foster 
Dulles’ specch bofore the 
UN Gonoral Assembly 
yostorday went very much 
closor the sontimonts of the 
majority of the froc world 
than some of his recent 
uttorances. It was both 
conciliatory ond construc- 
tive without carrying with 
it the’ odious label of 
Appeasement, It contained o 
direct invitation to Russia 
to meet the Western powors 
half-way in the monumental 
tnik of composing inter- 
national differences, and 
thin =.was couched in 
phraseology to which even 
Mr Vyshinsky could not 
object without being uttorly 
boorish. Whother or not the 
of Mr Dulles’ 
speech will succeed in 
setting a new level of 
constructive debating in the 
General Assembly remains 
to be seen, Mr Vyshinsky’s 
first reactions were non- 
committal and he has still 
to address the delogates. 
But he could hardly fall. to 
he impressed by two: of Mr 
Dulles’ points. The first was 
the asdurance that the 
~ United States does not seck 
to export revolution and 
incite others to violence—a 
stutement of polley which 
muy be tiken to represent 
a reversal of the theory of 
“liberation” concerning the 
Soviet-occupied countries of 
Eastern Europe. The second 
referred to international 
disarmament. ,This was 
quite clearly an invitation 
to Mr Vyshinsky to come 
forward with any aew 
proposala ho may have, and 
thus alloy the United 
Nations to explore anew the 
possibilities of broaking the 
deadlock on this fssue. 


DEALING with other ioter- 

national — controversica— 
the future of Germany, the 
Austrian pence treaty and 
the Korean problem—Mr 
Dulles stated the case of the 
Western world firmly but 
without the faintest sugges- 
tion of propounding an 
ultimatum. His recognition 
of the fears and desires of 
the Russian people was 
appropriate, helping to put 
the. wholo. problem .of_inter- 
national relations in marore 
in proper perspective. It 
was.a delicate touch which 
mony well leave o deoper 
impression on the minds of 
the Sovict rulera than any 
high-sounding rhetoric, 
Even though Mr Dulles 
considered it necessary to 
express some doubts about 
the sincerity of the Com- 
munists in the question of 
reaching a settlement in 

_ Koren he succeeded in 
maintaining a balanced 
point of view. He appealed, 
not denounced, .re 
emphasising the realitics of 
-n altuation which have to 
he faced by the Com- 
munists if the Korean prob- 
Jem is to be satisfactorily 
solved. All in all Mr Dulles 
delivered oa’ good speech 
which will be appreciated 
and applauded by all peo le 
who have a sincere desire 
to see the world’s problems 
settled through - the 
machinery of amicablo 
negotiations.
